MAIXE  IirXTIXG  SEASON  OPEN. 

Reporta  Promising  for  |{l|;  <iiiine  Scekrrs 

Welcome  ag;iin,  October  days!  How  eagerly 
your  approach  has  been  awaited!  Tlie  atmosphere 
seems  to  work  hypnotic  cliarnis.  Already  tlie 
thoughts  and  cares  of  Inisiness  have  lieen  l>anished, 
and  there  is  but  one  spot  on  tliis  earth  for  the 
ca^jer  Nimrod  Hundreds  are  already  journeyinjf 
tothe  woods  of  Maine;  hundreds  more  are  sitlinp 
around  the  smoking  camplires,  tellinfj  tales  of 
woodlanil  encounters,  or  in  some  cases  weaving 
stories  prompted  by  the  sijjht  of  their  haniiiing 
quarries;  but  the  vast  army  of  invading?  s()ortsmen 
are  just  anticipatin^j, —  anil  what  anticipations! 
They  are  all  impatient  for  their  1903  cracK  at  the 
deer  and  moose. 

Just  look  over  this  vast  wilderness  and  picture, 
or  try  to  picture,  the  hundreds  ol  haunts  where  the 
deer  and  moose  are  herdinif,  thoujfhtlcss  of  the 
impending  fatality  which  is  marked  for  them. 

The  tirst  place  is  the  Kangeley  region,  named 
.'rorn  the  chain  of  lakes  which  are  located  here,  and 
this  is  one  of  ihc  most  prolific  hunting  sections  in 
all  Maine.  The  altitude  of  this  region  maVes  it  an 
especially  desirable  haunt  for  the  person  seeking 
rest;  and  the  plenitude  of  deer  assures  success,  if 
the  hunter  has  any  degree  of  skill.  Vou  will  surely 
sight  them,  and  then  it's  up  to  vou.  If  you  are  an 
experienced  hunter,  you  kiow  tiow  to  go  about  it; 
if  not,  your  guide  will  direct  you,  and  you  will 
learn  your  first  lesson  in  the  sport  in  which  man, 
and  also  woman,  finds  health  and  recreation. 

North  ast  of  the  Rangeleys  is  the  Moosehead 
territory,  around  the  silvery  lakes  where  the 
campers  and  fishermen  have  been  dallying  all  sum. 
mer  and  watching  ihe  four-footed  scampers,  who, 
through  familiarity,  have  bred,  what  now  proves, 
a  fatal  contempt.  Do  just  as  you  like  here;  build 
your  camp,  go  to  the  hotel,  or  seek  out  vour  last 
year's  resort.  Oh.  yes,  there  are  some  hotels  in 
this  region,  and  you  arc  thus  saved  the  trouble  of 
roughing  it. 

To  the  east  "f  Greenville,  which  is  the  point  of 
entry  to  the  Moosehead  territory,  is  Mt  Katahdin, 
and  around  these  pine  and  sjjruce  lands  the  big 
fellows  roam.  This  is  a  choice  moose  section,  and 
every  year  hunters  from  as  far  west  as  California 
journey  to  this  famou  •  rendezvous. 

South  of  Moosehead  going  to  the  west,  toward 
the  Rangeleys,  is  Bingham,  the  central  point  for 
departure  into  the  Dead  Kiver  regions,  where  the 
deer  and  moose  find  excellent  feeding  grounds. 
This  country  is  always  the  meeting  place  lor 
hunter  and  hunted  Caribou  have  been  sent  here, 
or  at  least  in  the  Upper  Kennebec  region,  which  is 
adjoining,  hut,  unlike  their  brother  moose,  they  are 
privileged  to  roam  unmolested,  as  the  protecting 
arm  of  the  state  ot  Maine  guards  them  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  to  come. 

Farther  north  is  that  famed  section  which  holds 
Ihe  record  for  moose  and  deer  shipment,— the 
Bangor  \-  Aroostook  region.  One  needs  only  to 
look  at  last  year's  shipment  from  this  region,  and 
the  sportsman  who  yearns  for  a  moose  will  go 
thither. 

Another  region  which  is  still  unknown,  even  to 
the  lumberman  who  has  penetrat-d  into  the 
thickest  of  the  thickets  in  the  pirn-  wilderness,  is 
the  Washinijton  County  region.  This  territory  is 
infested  with  deer  and  moose,  and  something  more 
trying,  for  if  the  sportsman  has  the  nerve  to  tackle 
Bruin  and  beard  him  in  his  own  domains,  then 
seek  the  berry  patches  of  Washington  County. 

The  lawlt'his  year  pmvides  that  all  non-resident 
hunters  shall,  upon  entering  Maine,  take  nut  a 
license,  if  their  quest  is  deer  or  moose.  This  is 
done^for  the  protection  of_  the' game,  and  these 
licenses  can  be  procured  fro'm  tTie  l<"ish  and  Oame 
Commissioners  at  .Augusta,  Me.,  and  at  various 
other  points. 

Should  time  allow,  Ihe  forests  of  New  Brunswick 
and   Nova   Scotia,    where     hundreds     every    year 


journey,  will  prove  an  alluring  ground.  Deer  and 
moose  are  very  numerous  there,  and  good  sport  is 
positively  assured. 

Ilrwever,  deer  and  moose  are  not  the  only 
quarry  to  be  found  in  Maine,— such  delicacies  as 
wild  duck,  rufled  grouse,  w  odrock.  sandpipes, 
teal,  gray  duck,  etc.,  and  small  game  in  any 
quantity. 

Ihe  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  which  connects 
for  all  points  in  Maine  and  New  Brunswick,  will 
send,  upon  receipt  of  two  cents  by  the  General 
Passenger  Department,  Boston,  a  delightfully 
illu'trated  booklet  containing  a  map  and  a  full 
description  of  the  game  region  of  Maine  and  how  to 
reach  it.  The  title  of  this  book  is  "Fishing  and 
Hunting." 

Women  are  beginning  to  make  pretty 
little  girts  for  Christmas,  and  for  many  of 
them  ribbon  is  used  most  effir-ctively. 
Among  such  choice  articles  are  collar  and 
cuff  cases,  blightlv  perfimied,  and  in  which 
bo'h  can  be  perfectly  tlat  and  be  kept  in 
good  condition  until  needed.  They  are 
made  of  the  Dresden  ribbons,  or  of  white 
ribbon,  dotted  with  somedesired  shade,  and 
the  narrow  ribbons  that  are  used  to  keep 
the  collars  and  cuffs  in  place  and  for  lying 
the  case,  are  of  the  same  color. 

There  are  two  styles  f>f  needle  cases. 
One  the  old-time  needle  book,  made  of 
satin  ribbon  of  some  delicate  shade,  has 
one  cover  padded  for  a  pin  cushion.  The 
other  st}le  i^s  for  threaded  needles  and  has 
a  long  leaf  for  the  threads,  which  may  be 
folded  about  the  square  which  hold«  the 
needles.  This  is  very  pretty  made  of  plaid 
ribbon,  or  of  the  ombre  ribbons,  which 
are  used  in  various  ways. 

Opera  bags  are  generally  made  of  the 
wide  Dresden  ribbons  and  lined  with  plain 
ribbon  of  a  contrasting  shade  or  with 
white.  These  Dresden' ribbons  are  very 
beautiful,  as  ihe  flowers  that  decorate  them 
are  in  perfect  haimony  and  in  the  most 
exquisite  shades.  One  of  the  new  opera 
bags  has  drooping  corners  that  show  the 
lining  very  effectively.

"I  responded  at 
once.  The  patient  was  one  of  two  elderly 
sisters  whom  I  had  attended  for  years.  I 
greeted  her  in  the  sitting  room  and  noted 
her  pulse  while  in  the  act  of  shaking 
hands  with  her.  By  some  witty  remarks 
I  contrived  to  make  her  laugh,  which  en- 
abled me  to  see  her  tongue.  Then  I  said, 
in  a  playful  tone  : 

'•  'If  vou  will  get  me  a  glass  I  will  treat 
you  to  some  of  my  patent  soda  water.' 

"She  did  so-  I  put  a  tablet  in  the  water, 
and  she  drank  it.  I  want  you  to  know 
that  I  take  prWe  in  my  original  meth- 
ods. I  try  to  educate  iny  patients  to  like, 
and  not  to  dread,  the  visits  of  the  doctor. 
In  this  case  all  of  my  work  had  to  be  done 
without  the  direct  knowledge  of  the 
patient,  and  I  felt  very  good  over  it.  So  I 
bade  my  patient  good-by  with  extreme 
cheerfulness.  She  looked  surprised,  and 
then  said  :

South  Common  street  is  being  greatly 
improved  in  its  residences,  several  of  the 
old  houses  being  re-modeled  and  many 
handsome    blocks    being    erected  The 

Thomas  B.  Newhall  mansion  between 
Vine  and  Shepard  streets  has  been  rebuilt 
into  two  residences  and  a  very  ornate  six 
fldt  tenement  block  erected  where  it  for- 
merly stood.  The  Dr.  Blethen  house  has 
been  moved  back  on  the  lot  and  a  large 
block  has  been  staked  out.  Down  at  the 
corner  of  South  street  and  Market  square, 
the  new  owner,  P.  B.  Magrane,  has  torn 
down  the  old  brick  house  and  moved  the 
wooden  one  back,  thus  leaving  space  for 
the  erection  of  six  three  flat  tenement 
blocks  which  are  rapidly  approaching  coin- 
pletion.  F\irlher  down,  below  the  Saugus 
branch  tracks,  there  are  several  three  flat 
blocks  being  erected,  and  on  Lawlon  ave. 
Louis  Bourneuf  has  four  large  tenement 
blocks  nearing  completion.  In  many 
other  parts  of  the  city  there  are  similar 
first-class  tenements  being  provided  and 
they  are  mostly  hired  before  they  aie  any- 
where near  completed.  There  is  every 
evidence  that  the  past  year  has  been  one 
of  great  prosperity  for  the  people  of  Lynn.

It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  inajority  of  automobilists 
are  law  abiding  and  perfectly  willing  to 
abide  by  the  regulations  of  the  statute.  It 
is  the  two  per  cent,  or  so,  whose  ambition 
is  to  rush  through  crowded  streets,  bang 
around  corners  and  imperil  lite  and  limb 
of  all  in  their  way,  who  cause  the  trouble. 
No,  the  present  speed  limit  should  not  be 
increased,  but  the  penalty  for  violation 
should  be  confinement  in  jail.  Every  leg- 
islator elected  from  Lynn  should  be  a 
marked  man  in  this  matter.

The  strongest  play  a  Republican  makes 
when  things  are  not  to  his  liking  is  to 
withhold  his  vote  and  this  will  be  quite 
noiiteable  at  the  com.ng  inunicipal  elec- 
tion. 


There  will  be  less  sky-rocket  oratory 
and  more  attention  to  business  in  the 
board  of  aldermen  next  year,  than  for 
some  time  past  according  to  present  indi- 
cations. 

It  is  rather  a  sad  commentary  on  the 
patriotic  spirit  of  the  town  of  Lynn,  that 
John  Adam  Dagyr,  the  Revolutionary 
soldier,  should  have  been  permitted  to  die 
in  the  almshouse.

It  is  a  source  of  pride  to  the  citizens  of 
Lynn  that  her  voters  ire,  as  a  rule,  sure 
to  give  an  intelligent  verdict  at  the  polls. 

The  mantle  of  Bennett,  pere,  seems  to 
have  fallen  upom  the  shoulders  of  Bennett, 
fils,  as  easily  and  naturally  as  their  friends 
could  havedesi-ed  The  Saugus  vote 
shows  that  there  are  at  least  200  Repub- 
lican voters  in  that  town  who  think  there 
is  nobody  on  the  ticket  but  a  Bennett. 

The  results  in  the  Lynn  Representative 
districts  warn  the  Republicans  that  there 
must  be  more  care  in  selecting  the  candi- 
dates if  the  party  desires  to  win.  The 
nominees  of  the  Democrats  are,  as  a  rule, 
tVom  their  best  men,  and  they  get  the 
votes  of  many  who  would  naturally  vote 
for  Republicans. 

The  appointment  of  Henry  T.  Lum- 
mus,  to  be  Associate  Justice  of  the  Lynn 
police  court  was  most  commendai<le,  and 
was  to  have  been  expected  atter  the  vote 
of  selection  passed  by  the  Lynn  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, ludge  Lummus  is  well  qualified 
lor  the  position  both  in  character  and 
training  and  possesses  a  native  dignity 
which  belongs  to  the  position.

The  Flower  Mission  of  the  First 
Universalist  church  with  all  its  cheering 
and  heart  comforting  work,  was  one  of 
his  dearest  charges  and  his  personal 
attention  was  always  with  it  To  his 
executive  ability  and  Christian  nobility 
the  Associated  Charities  owes  its  splendid 
success  and  as  its  President  he  has  brought 
the  organization  to  a  notably  high  stand- 
ing among  the  charitable  associations  of 
the  Commonwealth.  His  pulpit  oratory 
was  of  the  highest  order,  his  directness  of 
statement,  his  deep  thoughts  and  elo- 
quent exposition,  making  him  invaluable 
in  his  chosen  profession.  He  took  a  deep 
and  abiding  interest  in  municipal  affairs, 
particularly  in  the  schools,  and  was  ever 
ready  to  respond  to  calls  for  advice  or 
assistance.  Broad  minded,  warm  hearted, 
and  sympathetic.  Dr.  Pullman  will  long 
be  remembered  as  one  of  the  best  of 
Lynn's  citizens  whose  death  caused  wide 
spread  sorrow  among  those  who  knew  him 
but  to  love  and  honor  him.

Lynn's  best  citizenship  has  been  sadly 
depleted  during  the  past  few  years.

Alonzo  Lewis  was  a  participant  in  a  walk- 
ing match  in  the  city  of  Ljnn  recently. 

Messenger  Allen  is  still  doing  business 
at  the  old  stand  noiwithstanding  the  rather 
tart  utterances  of  the  Lynn  Weekly  Times. 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important 
things  for  the  new  city  council  to  do  is  to 
provide  for  permanent  street  improve- 
ments. 

When  it  comes  to  stabbing  earnest  and 
sincere  friends  under  the  rib,  recommend 
us  to  the  Democratic  party  in  municipal 
politics. 

There  should  be  no  mistake  about  the 
street  appropriations  this  year,  and  the 
former  cleanliness  of  the  principal  streets 
resumed. 

The  $252,000,  which  was  spent  by  the 
school  committee  last  year,  was  the  best 
investment  that  could  be  made.  It  will 
return  man^  fuld  in  the  golden  years  to 
come. 


The  largest  number  of  votes  at  the  last 
city  election  were  received  by  Assessor 
Melden,  School  Committeeman  Walton, 
Alderman  Barney  and  Capt.  Houghton  of 
the  Board  of  I'ublic  Works. 


From  the  returns  at  the  state  and  city 
elections  in  Lynn,  it  would  appear  that  it 
is  more  than  probable  that  the  city  will  go 
for  Roosevelt  and  Roberts  at  the  next 
election. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  able  and 
high-minded  some  of  our  local  legislators 
are,  viewed  at  a  distance.  This  always 
tends  to  lend  enchantment,  especially  to 
the  political  vision. 


Itislo  be  hoped  that  the  city  govern- 
ment of  this  year  will  find  a  way  to  relieve 
the  congestion  of  travel  which  threatens 
life  and  limb  at  the  junction  of  Essex  and 
Market  sreets  and  Central  avenue. 

Who  would  have  thought  a  few  years 
ago  that  the  Republican  party  in  Lynn 
would  be  dominated  by  the  element  now 
in  control.  Several  years  ago  Republicans 
were  united  to  fight  the  elements  which 
now  dominate  their  nominations. 

The  figures  as  compiled  by  City  En- 
gineer Leiand.  showing  the  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  trafiic  across  the  tracks  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in  Central 
square  were  astonishing.  It  would  seem 
that  the  very  danger  of  the  crossing 
makes  it  safe  as  far  as  it  is. 


If  there  is  a  public  building  which  is 
kept  more  scrupulously  neat  and  clean 
than  is  the  Central  square  station  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  milroad  it  is  not  in  this 
section  of  the  country.  It  must  be  par- 
ticularlv  pleasing  to  I'resident  Tuttle  to 
see  his  favorite  station  thus  cared  for. 

The  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  like 
many  of  his  predecessors,  is  of  national 
calibre  and  will  undoubtedly  play  an  im- 
portant part  at  the  coming. national  con- 
vention of  the  Republican  party.  The 
Republicans  of  this  state  made  no  mistake 
when  they  put  John  L  Bates  in  the  guber- 
natorial chair. 

The  Lynn  Educational'Society  has  pro- 
vided an  unusually  excellent  attraction  for 
Jan.  13,  when  the  "oratorio  of  '  Elijah"  will 
be  given  at  the  Lvnn  Theatre  under  the 
direction  of  Emil  MoUenhauer.  The  solo 
tenor  of  the  occasion  will  be  Clarence  B. 
Shirley,  a  Lynn  boy,  who  has  achieved 
an  enviable  position  among  the  the  lead- 
ing vocalists  of  New  England. 

When  one  observed  the  workers  around 
the  polls  in  last  month's  municipal  elec- 
tion if  instantly  came  to  mind  why  open 
gambling  is  tolerated  on  Union  street  and 
in  and  about  Central  square.  The  parties 
who  conduct  the  business  were  earnestly 
working  for  Republican  candidates. 
Ollice  holders  openly  allow  a  winking  at 
the  laws  in  order  to  secure  votes.

The  Republican  control  of  Lynn  affairs 
does  not  give  anything  like  satisfaction  to 
many  well  inclined  people.  They  see  the 
laws  shamelessly  e\aded,  municipal  ex- 
penditures increasing,  and  small  ability 
in  the  city  council,  and  on  that  account 
they  question  whether  it  is  the  best  policy 
to  continue  Republican  municipal  control. 
We  have  always  thought  it  best  for 
the  Republican  party  to  control  in  city, 
state  and  nation,  but  during  the  past  few 
years  we  have  noted  local  indications 
which  interfere  with  our  belief  in  local 
Republican  control.

The  conditions  in  this  city  with  refer- 
ence to  illegal  liquor  selling  and  gam- 
bling, are  worse  than  they  have  been  for 
years,  according  to  those  who  are  in  a 
position  to  know,  and  tney  have  becon.e 
so  bad  as  to  call  for  serious  (  riticism  from 
several  of  the  local  pulpits.  The  gambling 
interests  made  themselves  felt  in  the  re- 
cent city  election.  They  had  enjoved  a 
year  of  unusual  freedom  from  police  in- 
terference, and  they  were  content  with 
"letting  well  enough  alone, "and  therefore 
worked  hard  against  a  change  in  the  pre- 
sent administration  It  is  the  first  time 
in  years,  it  is  said  that  the  gamblers  have 
come  out  openly  and  worked  in  behalf  of 
any  candidate,  but  it  is  stated  that  during 
the  closing  hours  of  the  election  they 
showed  their  hand  in  an  unmistakable 
manner.  Mayor  Easthain  has  promised 
that  the  laws  against  gambling  and 
illegal  liquor  selling  would  be  strictly 
enforced.  At  the  beginning  of  his  ad- 
ministration he  ordered  that  the  liquor 
squad  be  disbanded,  and  placed  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  existence  of  illegal 
places  upon  the  shoulders  of  officers 
upon  whose  beats  they  existed.  Officers 
were  required  to  make  a  report  to  the 
chief  of  police  of  all  places  on  their 
bea  s  suspected  of  doing  an  illegal  busi- 
ness, and  so  far  as  known  the  officers 
attended  to  their  business,  for  there 
were  no  reinovnls  nor  reprimands  dur- 
ing the  year  for  failure  to  report  such 
places.  Notwithstanding  this  pretence 
at  law  enforcetnent,  the  raids  upon  il- 
legal places  have  been  few  and  far  be- 
tween in  contrast  with  the  number  of 
places  known  to  have  existed,  and  as  a 
consequence,  it  is  claimed  that  there 
are  more  illegal  places  in:  Lynn  to-day 
than  ever  before.  In  discussing  local 
conditions  a  few  days  ago,  a  local  clergy- 
man stated  that  he  believed  that  "Lvnn 
was  fast  gelling  iut  >  ide  same  poUi'ic-it 
conditions  as  Boston  and  New  York,"  and 
that  radical  measures  were^,necessary  to 
bring  about  a  reforin  — I3oston  Sunday 
Herald  Lynn  letter.

What's  this.'  The  mayor  handing  bo- 
quets  to  the  board  of  public  works!  It 
must  be  that  the  executive  has  heard 
something  drop. 

Aldermen  Barney,  Batchelder,  Jacobs 
and  Milier,  were  waved  back  to  non-work- 
ing and  unimportant  committees  by  the 
mayor.  My,  how  Lordly,  this  chief  exec- 
utive ! 

More  reading,  writing  and  sentence  con- 
struction taught  in  a  sane  and  thorough 
manner  in  the  Lynn  schools,  is  the  crying 
need  of  to  day.  There  is  hardly  a  Fiigh 
school  graduate  who  can  properly  phrase 
and  punctuate  a  letter. 

We  do  not  know  at  this  writing  of  an 
individual  having  a  better  opportunity  to 
"get  s-quare."  on  account  of  alleged  im- 
position, than  an  alderman  in  the  city  of 
Lynn.  Why  do  they  sit  still  a.-'.d  have  it 
"put  all  over  them.'"      Why  not  get  busy.' 

A  terrible  offence  for  a  Lynn  policeman 
to  stand  as  a  candidate  for  the  Boston 
ileiald  St.  Louis  trip,  and  he  is  cut  out; 
and  yet  the  Lynn  city  government 
winks  at  the  idea  of  robbing  gambling 
games  being  conducted  as  an  industry  in 
Lynn.  _ 

It  is  quite  generally  the  opinion  that 
Mayor  Easiham  played  politics  in  the 
matter  of  one  day  in  eight  for  the  police- 
men. He  knew  whit  the  committee  was 
doing,  and  if  he  had  presented  his  case 
as  strongly  before  the  political  value  of 
the  matter  was  gone,  as  he  did  after  it  was 
well  worked  in  his  behalf,  the  ordinance 
never   would  have  passed. 


It  is  believed  that  a  canvas  of  the  businesi 
element  in  the  city  would  show  a  very 
decided  expression  of  opinion  in  favor  of 
Alderman  Barney  as  a  candidate  for 
mayor  at  the  next  election.  His  shabby 
treatment  by  the  mayor  has  intensified 
this  sentiment. 


And  they  will  tell  you  a  public  officer 
is  honest  who  sits  back  and  practically 
takes  money  by  accepting  political  support 
from  men  who  carry  on  gambling  as  an 
industry.  By  and  by  the  Boston  papers 
will  have  us  on  their  front  pages  and  claim 
they  have  discovered  another  Revere! 

There  can  be  no  good  excuse  for  the 
displacement  on  important  committees  of 
such  men  as  Aldermen  Barney  and 
Batchelder.  The  position  of  mayor  of  a 
city  like  Lvnn  requires  a  large  minded 
and  unselfish  man.  A  chief  executive 
should  lead  in  other  things  beside  a  grand 
march  at  dances. 

The  expertly  framed  question  of  reci- 
procity with  Canada  as  put  to  the  shoe 
manufacturers  to  offset  the  speech  of  Con- 
gressman Gardner  proved  to  be  a  boom- 
erang. The  position  of  Capt.  Gardner  is 
perfectly  reasonable  and  the  question  for 
the  shoe  manufacturer  to  answer  is  the 
one  framed  by  him. 

The  Lynn  Board  of  Trade  deserves  the 
thanks  of  all  the  patrons  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  railroad  for  the  success  of  the 
agitation  for  a  covered  way  from  the 
North  Station  to  the  cars  of  the  Elevated 
railroad.  Tne  board  has  been  persistent 
and  practical  in  its  policy  and  the  new 
way  seems  to  b€^assured. 

There  is  a  no  n.ore  faithful  city  official  in 
Lynn  than  Deputy  Street  Comini-^sioner 
Claude  A  .M.igill,  who  limits  his  duties 
by  no  office  hours  but  is  subject  to  the 
call  of  duty  in  any  of  the  24  hours.  He 
showed  a  good  example  during  the  heavy 
storm  last  month  when  he  spent  the  after- 
noon and  night  in  the  saddle  directing  his 
men  in  preventing  flooded  sidewalks  and 
crossings  _ 

We  do  not  know  where  the  blame  lies, 
but  we  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  post 
office  machinery  is  weak,  when  a  letter 
mailed  in  the  Lynn  post  office  at  8  o'clock 
in  the  morning  is  not  received  at  Cam- 
bridge until  4  30  p.m.  the  same  day.

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The  deplorable  accident  at  the  factory  of  I 
the  Brown  Shoe  Co.,  in  St  Louis,  by 
which  eight  people  lost  their  lives  and 
several  more  were  seriously  injured  as  the 
result  of  a  plunge  down  the  elevator  shaft, 
has  excited  much  sympathy  and  comment 
and  also  considerable  investigation  in 
other  shoe  centres.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  ii  is  possible  for  such  a  catastrophe 
to  occur  in  any  modern  shoe  factory  or  in 
any  plant  where  a  large  number  of  per- 
sons are  employed.  From  the  reports  we 
have  received  it  would  appear  that  the 
accident  was  due  to  the  eagerness  of  the 
employes,  crowded  before  the  gale,  to 
board  the  elevator  as  soon  as  it  descended, 
rather  than  to  lack  of  precaution  on  the 
part  of  the  firm.  The  safety  of  the  help 
in  time  of  fire,  panic  or  other  unusual 
confusion,  is  a  consideration  that  cannot 
be  given  too  careful  attention  by  employ- 
ers. It  is  pertinent  to  inquire  il  allot  our 
shoe  factories  are  safe  in  respect  to  their 
elevators,  fire  escapes  and  other  means  of 
egress.

It  is  a  conservative  estimate  that  twenty 
million  dollars  is  expended  upon  policy 
in  this  country  each  year.

The  estimated  play  in 
sixty  cities  every  day  is  $30,000  and  this 
all  comes  from  the  very  poor  people. 
Lynn  is  a  lage  contributor  to  this  rob- 
bing monopoly  and  the  city  government 
allows  the  cheap  robbing  game  to  proceed 
unmolested.  _ 

Market  street  storekeepers  should  be 
treated  in  a  more  generous  manner  by  the 
city.

The  feature  of  the  report  of  the  commit" 
tee  on  the  employer  and  einployed  recom- 
mending a  law  providing  compensation 
for  injured  employees,  strikes  us  as  par- 
ticularly sensible  The  present  method 
of  ^^etlling  these  constantly  recurring  dis- 
putes is  a  thoroughly  unsatislactory  one. 
The  courts  are  bl  eked  by  the  great  in- 
crease of  tor  cases  Law>ers  are  said  to 
get  one-third  of  the  compensation  paid 
where  verdic's  are  given  the  plaintiff. 
Charges  that  perjury  has  been  encouraged 
under  the  present  system  are  not  to  be 
overlooked.  There  are  aggravating  delays 
and  the  situation  tends  to  increase  mutual 
hostility  between  employer  and  employed. 
Manufacturers  could  probably  belter  atVord 
to  pay  such  compensatory  damages  as  a 
mat'er  of  course  than  to  settle  the  bills 
they  are  now  called  to  meet  in  fighting 
these  suits.  The  majority  of  injured  em- 
ployes might  be  expected  to  choose  the 
smaller  sum  provided  under  such  a  law  as 
is  proposed,  rather  than  take  the  expense 
and  delay  and  adverse  chances  under  the 
old  liability  law,  sh'uld  that  still  remain 
in  force.  The  provisions  tor  weekly  pay- 
ment where  damages  are  given  for  injuries 
would  prevent  the  j-quandering  of  money 
in  some  cases  where  large  amounts  are 
paid  to  people  not  accustomed  to  handling 
sums  of  that  size.  A  leading  manufac- 
turer says  the  state  inspectors  should 
make  more  thorough  examinations  and 
take  more  pains  to  point  out  defects.  He 
believes  employess  are  usually  only  too 
glad  to  remove  dangerous  conditions  when 
they  are  pointed  out. 

A  member  of  Congress  obtained  a 
promise  from  President  Lincoln  to  issue  a 
certai'i  order  on  condition  th.at  Mr.  Stan- 
ton was  told  about  it.  The  M.  C.  hastened 
to  Stanton.  "Did  the  I'resident  say  he 
would  issue  such  an  oider.'"  inquired  the 
Secretary.  ''He  did.'  '-Then  he  is  a 
great  f  joI,"  replied  Stanton  The  mem- 
ber faithfully  r-peated  the  conversation  to 
the  President.

comes to  live  on  Securities  may  or  may 
not  confer  wealth  upon  their  possessors, 
according  to  circumstances  The  same  is 
true  of  land  and  of  improved  real  estate. 
Some  of  the  poorest  men  in  sew  York  are 
those  who  pay  interest  and  taxes  on 
property  which  does  not  earn  carrying 
charges  and  the  future  of  which  is  so  in- 
determinate that  they  cannot  finance  its 
itnprovement.  In  business  many  men  of 
great  prominence  and  whose  transactions 
are  conducted  on  an  immense  scale  are  not 
properly  to  be  classed  among  the  rich 
men,  since  iheir  large  assets  are  always 
trembling  in  the  balance  and  may  be 
doubled  or  swept  away  as  the  result  of  a 
single  season  of  bad  trade  and  declining 
prices.

The  Russian  bear  found  the  attack  of 
the  Japanese  terrier  to  be  somewhat  de- 
moralizing and  the  plaudits  of  the  larger 
part  of  the  civilized  world  followed  the 
successes  of  the  brainy  and  snappy 
"Yankees  of  the  East" 

It  seems  very  undignified  for  the  mayor 
and  his  echoes  in  the  board  of  aldermen 
to  oppose  a  fair  salary  for  Lynn's  eflicient 
and  hard  working  deputy  street  commis- 
sioner, simply  because  it  is  the  wish  of 
the  board  of  public  works  that  they 
mit;ht   fulfil  a  moral  obligation.

Lynn  has  great  supervi- 
sion these  days.  Next  time  it  might  he 
i'.ist  as  well  to  get  a  mayor  who  has  lived 
liere  a  few  years.  Then  he  might  better 
understand  the  temper  of  Lynn  people. 


The  common  council  is  to  be  commended 

for  not  being  carried  oft"  its  feet  by  the 
singular  and  iinusal  sight  of  the  police 
doing  their  duly  Councilmen  Tiirr  and 
Ward  showed  good  judgment  in  their  re- 
marks, those  of  the  latter  in  regard  to  pool 
rooms  being  spawning  places  of  outlaws, 
being  an  echo  of  the  truth  which  is  known 
to  itie  police  as  well  as  to  those  at  city 
hall  who  direct  the  police  department. 

Among  the  many  sources  of  help  for 
the  teachers  of  the  Lynn  schools  which 
have  been  originated  by  the  Superintend- 
ent F  J.  Peaslee,  is  his  "Course  of  Study 
in  Arithmetic  for  the  Elementary  ."Schools 
of  Lynn."  It  is  a  small  book  of  instruc- 
tions to  the  teachers  of  each  grade  of 
schools,  from  the  first  to  the  ninth  grade, 
plainly  and  explicitly  showing  the  easiest 
and  most  tft'ective  way  o(  leading  the 
pupil  from  its  count  of  numbers  to  the 
exposition  of  difficult  problems  in  mensu- 
ration or  practical  geometry. 

Among  the  foolish  propositions  before 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  that  will  go 
down  to  speedy  defeat  is  one  to  abolish 
the  poll  tax  Every  citizen  ought  to  pay 
something  toward  the  support  of  the  gov- 
ernment that  protects  him  The  only 
criticism  with  the  present  system  provid- 
ing this  minimum  rate  is  that  it  is  inflexi- 
ble. The  poll-tax  payer  gets  no  benefit 
from  economy  and  suflTers  no'hing  from 
extravagance.  A  scientific  system  of 
ininimum  taxation  would  allow  some  re- 
duction of  the  poll-tax  wheic  the  munici- 
pal rate  sliould  fall  below  some  normal 
amount  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  would  pro- 
vide for  an  increase  of  the  minimum  when 
the  general  rate  should  exceed  the  normal 
amount. 


The  holding  of  a  state  election  every 
year  is  an  antiquated  absurdity  ihat  has  a 
firm  hold  of  Massachusetts,  despite  the 
fact  that  Rhode  Island  is  the  only  other 
state  that  elects  a  governor  every  year,  and 
that  only  five  other  states  have  annual  ses- 
sions of  the  Legislature  No  doubt  a  great 
many  people  honestly  believe  in  the  virtue 
of  our  adherance  to  an  outworn  method. 
But  the  annual  election  would  never  have 
withstood  the  drift  of  the  times  had  it  not 
given  greater  scope  for  the  activity  f)t  those 
who  make  a  trade  of  politics.  The  annual 
election  method  strengthens  the  tendency 
to  incessant  change  in  elective  officers, 
and  it  sends  to  Boston  every  year  a  Legis- 
lature one  half  of  whose  members  have 
had  no  experience  for  their  work.  There 
should  be  persistent  agitation  uniii  Mass- 
achusetts learns  better.

In  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  terror  has  been 
dealt  out  to  shivering  school  cliiidren  b_v 
the  efforts  of  Lyman  A  Rest,  president  of 
the  Brooklyn  Public  School  Teacher's  As- 
sociation, to  have  repealed  the  anti-corpo- 
ral puntsiimt'nt  clause  in  the  bylaws  of 
the  Board  of  Koucation.  Mr.  Best  would 
not  advocate  the  use  of  a  rattan  on  a  boy's 
hand,  as  it  might  destroy  the  numberless 
delicate  tissues  there ;  instead,  he  wishes 
to  cut  a  strip  of  rubber  hose  and  apply  it 
lustily  on  occa»ions  to  the  place  provided 
for  by  nature,  at  the  same  time  striving  to 
impress  upon  the  youngster  that  he  does 
all  this  for  his  own  good.

None  of  the  older  residents  of  Lynn 
recall  anj  winter  that  has  been  so  severe 
as  the  present  season,  with  its  continued 
cold  and  its  numerous  snow  storms.  The 
climax  of  the  wintry  wea'her  was  reached 
when  electric  ami  steam  railroad  tratlic  was 
partially  tied  up  tor  two  day^  and  travel 
ling  afoot  and  with  horses  was  impeded  by 
the  drifting  snow.  Since  Christmas  week 
there  has  been  continuous  sleighing.  The 
weather  record  shows  that  thus  far  this 
winter  there  has  been  a  total  precipita- 
tion of  66  inches  of  snow.  There  was  a 
fail  of  It  inches  in  December,  but  only 
one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  November.  The 
largest  fall  of  snow  was  January  9  last, 
when  the  record  was  12  3-8  inches  and  the 
storm  February  15,  was  the  second 
largest,  with  a  fall  of  11  inches.  The 
oldest  Lynn  residents  say  there  never  was 
so  much  snow  for  so  long  a  time,  and  so 
much  cold  weather  coniinually  in  any 
winter  in  their  recollection. 

The  inhabitants  of  Peabodv  now  have 
added  facilities  fo- shopping  in  Lvnn  since 
the  cars  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  Rail- 
road go  through  Market  street  on  their 
way  to  and  from  Central  Square  The 
Peabody  people  are  fully  alive  to  the  fact 
that  the  Lynn  stores  contain  goods, 
unexcelled  in  variety  and  quality  and  at 
most  reasonable  prices,  and  every  fair 
day  the  cars  from  Peabody  bring  many 
shoppers  to  Lynn.

It  is  Eignificant  that  the  moveinent  to 
defeat  President  Roosevelt  for  the  presi- 
dential noinination,  of  which  so  many 
evidences  have  appeared  during  ihe  past 
two  months,  gained  no  foot-hold  in  Mass- 
■■ichiisetts.  This  suggests  not  merelv  that 
Massachusetts  has  little  sympathy  with 
the  trust  promoters  who  object  to  the  ad- 
ministration's course  respecting  combina- 
tions, but  that  the  bitter  attacks  upon  the 
Philippine  and  Panama  policies  have  mt- 1 
with  but  slight  response  in  this  section. 
Mr.  Roosevelt  combines  to  a  rare  degree  a 
mind  free  from  warping  considerations  ol 
political  expediency  with  a  sober  normal 
common  sense.  In  ordinary  life  it  is  often 
the  unfortimate  lact  that  the  sincere  man 
is  the  crank.  Bill  Mr  Roosevelt  can  be 
depended  upon  both  for  the  sane  view  and 
the  honest  purpose.

The  lot  of  the  Cleveland  Democrats  is 
a  particularly  thorny  one.  After  years  of

This  is  evidently  regarded  as 
not  altogether  a  joke,  and  the  predica- 
ment in  which  Hearst's  nomination 
would  leave  the  Gold  Democrats  is  the 
le?.st  important  phase  of  his  candidacy. 
That  there  can  be  a  possibility  of  the 
nomination  of  such  a  man  by  one  of  the 
historic  American  parties  is  almost  a  re- 
proach to  American  citizenship.  Mr. 
Hearst  has  been  a  provoker  of  class  ani- 
mosities and  a  follower  of  charlatanism 
in  politics.  It  would  have  been  thought 
impossible  ten  years  ago  that  such  a 
newspaper  as  the  one  he  publishes  could 
become  the  most  popular  representative  of 
American  journalism.  Mr.  Hearst's 
journalistic  work  has  gone  to  the  la.st 
verge  of  sensationalism  and  beyond  the 
pale  of  decency.  His  policy  has  been  to 
ignore  as  far  as  possible  the  really  signifi- 
cant aspecf.s  of  life,  and  to  emphasize  what 
is  wholly  degenerate.  To  carry  out  this 
idea  the  most  unblushing  faking  has  been 
necessary  in  limes  of  dull  news.  It 
would  be  hard  to  imagine  a  more  unfit 
choice  for  president.  Mr.  Bryan,  with  all 
his  vagaries,  at  least  gave  the  impression 
of  being  sincere.  Mr.  Hearst,  not  merelv 
is  as  erratic  as  the  silver  leader,  but  as  a 
newspaper  publisher  stands  as  the  dis- 
penser of  all  that  is  unwholesoiiu-  ami 
morbid.

That  is  the  meanest  kind  of 
a  gambling  institution,  and  the  one 
against  which  The  Review  has  mainly 
directfd  ilh  efforts.  When  gambling  it* 
conducted  as  an  industry  there  must  be 
robbery  conducted  by  those  who  inaintain 
the  places.  Now  that  the  police  have 
fouiul  out  what  is  going  on  we  are  con- 
tent to  leave  the  matter  at  this  point  If 
the  raids  prove  to  be  '  bluffs"  and  the 
po  ice  do  not  go  the  limit  in  their  work 
by  carrying  out  Judge  Merry's  suggestion, 
we  shall  return  to  the  subject.  Judge 
Berry  advised  the  bringing  in  of  people 
who  let  premises  for  gambling  purposes 
Owners  of  such  property  are  liable  tor 
maintaining  a  common  nuisance,  if  they 
persist  in  allowing  the  premises  to  be 
used  for  such  purposes,  after  due  noiice 
If  the  police  mean  business  (and  we  have 
no  reason  at  this  writing  to  ijuestion  their 
honesty)  they  can  promptly  close  up  all 
gambling  rooms  which  are  conducted  f'lr 
the  sole  purpose  of  lobbing  people.  Our 
only  desire  is  to  have  tlie  public  properly 
protected  against  men  who  do  not  play 
the  game  fairly.

Russia  is  nominally  a  Christian  nation, 
but  its  political  and  social  life  is  substan- 
tially pagan.  Japan  is  nominally  a  pagan 
nation,  but  is  affected  by  powerful  Chris- 
tian influences  and  is  actually  far  more 
progressive  than  Russia.  It  can  be  said 
of  both  parties  to  the  war,  that  they 
should  have  referred  their  differences  to 
the  Hague  tribunal.  Otherwise  from  that 
and  judging  Japan  by  the  code  of  interna- 
tional ethics  generally  accepted,  which 
does  not  err  by  being  too  lofty,  there  is 
little  blame  to  be  visited  upon  Japan.  She 
will  be  condemned  in  some  quarters  for 
the  quick  staggering  blow  she  dealt 
Russia  on  the  ground  that  it  was  without 
proper  notice.  'I'he  failure  of  the  Russians 
to  prepare  for  such  an  attack  was  in  a 
sense  a  reflection  of  their  own  national 
character.  Accustomed  to  diplomatic 
ways  that  are  dark  and  tricks  that  are 
vain,  they  regarded  Japan's  bold  front  as 
merely  a  blutt  and  apparently  had  no  idea 
that  the  plucky  little  country  would  fight. 
That  idea  might  have  been  tenable  a 
month  ago,  but  Japan  has  made  hei  inten- 
tions clear  enough  for  the  past  few  weeks. 
Russia  stands  for  all  that  is  reactionary  in 
political  life.  She  is  striving  to  repress 
with  a  barbarism  worthy  of  the  dark  ages, 
every  vestige  of  liberalism  in  her  domin- 
ions, and  she  shares  largely  in  the  guilt 
of  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  as  the  great 
Norihern  power  has  been  a  stumbling- 
block  in  the  way  of  efforts  to  bring  the 
old  ruffian  to  terms.  In  resisting  the  en- 
croachments of  this  threatening  despotism 
Japan  stands  lor  all  Western  civilization, 
She  is  less  to  blame  for  a  failure  to  submit 
to  arbitration  than  IJussia.

More  room  is  necessary  in  city  hall 
square.

The  corporation  known  a.s  the  city  of 
Lynn  deserves  BUSINESS  management. 

Have  you  ever  noticed  how  somi^  people 
at  city  hail  talk  all  the  time  and  never  say 
anything.' 

I'olilics  creeped  in  and  killed  the  worthy 
proposition  to  have  Lynn's  streets  sys- 
tematically improved. 

Why  not  have  for  mayoi  a  man  who 
has  grown  up  in  Lynn,  and  knows  some- 
thing of  the  needs  of  our  growing  muni- 
cipality .'' 

The  license  commissioners  have  been 
exceedingly  popular  in  certain  circles  dur- 
ing the  past  month.  Peter  A.  Breen,  the 
"legal  end"  of  the  commission,  has  been 
kept  very  busy. 

They  do  say  that  the  military  drill  and 
physical  culture  work  of  the  girls  in  the 
high  schools  is  very  saliNfactory  under 
existing  conditions.  Much  enthusiasm  is 
displayed  in  the  work. 

The  resignation  of  such  an  accom- 
plished instructor  as  Mrs.  Susanna  W. 
Berry  is  to  he  regretted  She  has  not 
only  been  a  good  leacher,  but  has  incul- 
cated much  common  sense  into  her  pupils. 

Central  sauare  and  the  Lynn  post  office 
need  more  tight  after  dark.  'Tis  hard  to 
read  an  aduress  on  a  letter  in  the  Lynn 
post  office  in  the  evening,  and  Custodian 
I'arker,  usually  so  attentive,  should 
remedy  matters. 


We  should  have  thought  the  legislative 
committee  on  cities  would  have  held  iha' 
Lynn  street  improvement  bill  for  at  least 
a  moment,  out  of  respect  to  one  of  their 
brother  legislators.  If  the  mayor  cannot 
be  "It"  he  won't  play! 

Mayor  Eastham  may  look  f)ver  to  Law- 
rent  e  and  view  the  work  of  Mayor  Lynch 
of  that  city,  anci  ascertain,  in  a  degree, 
what  he  would  be  up  against  if  he  en- 
deavored to  le-organize  the  L.ynn  police 
force.  It  would  take  a  man  of  caliber  and 
sand  to  do  this  necessary  work. 

There  is  a  popular  notion  that  cold 
weather  is  "healthy  "  The  blizzards  that 
have  been  gamboling  over  the  country 
this  Winter  have  certainly  been  "healthy," 
if  vigor  is  an  infallible  indication  of 
health,  but  they  have  been  far  from 
health-giving  to  humankind.  Deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  other  lung  diseases 
have  reached  a  startling  total,  in  all  cities, 
as  well  as  in  country  districts,  where 
records  are  obtainable.  There  may  be  en- 
tirely too  much  cold  and  storm  for  the 
physical  good  of  the  race. 


It  would  be  quite  a  task  to  put  the  police 
force  upon  a  proper  basis,  far  beyond  the 
ability  of  the  average  mayor.  We  do  not 
blame  those  in  authority  for  dodging  the 
responsibility,  but  somebody  will  have  to 
take  up  the  work,  and  ihat  very  soon. 
The  utter  incompetency  of  the  police  has 
been  demonstrated.  It  is  not  believed 
that  reform  will  come  by  the  way  of  city 
hall.  The  state  is  larger  than  the  city, 
and  one  of  these  days  will  control  the 
Lynn  police  force.  When  that  step  is 
taken  Lynn  will  be  more  likely  to  have 
police  officers  mentally  and  ph\sically  fit 
lor  their  work.  We  have  the  spectacle  in 
Lynn  to-day  of  police  officers  being  sent 
out  for  duty  and  the  individuals  are  not  on 
speaking  terms.  Discipline  is  a  lost  art 
in  the  department.  The  police  depart- 
ment in  Lynn  would  be  a  (arce  if  it  were 
not  so  expensive  to  the  tax  payers.  It  is 
believed  that  fully  twenty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  officers  are  physically  unfit  to  perform 
duty,  and  that  another  twenty-five  per 
cent,  are  under  the  mental  caliber 
necessary  for  a  proper  performance  of  the 
duties.  The  local  politicians  will  keep 
the  department  in  its  present  shape  so 
long  as  possible  because  they  feel  they 
can  get  better  results  from  it  than  were 
the  department  to  be  run  under  state 
supervision  or  on  business  principles.

Whether  theri='  is  suf- 
ficient technical  ground  for  casting  him 
out  is  another  thing.  The  constitution 
gives  the  two  houses  of  Congress  a  pretty 
free  hand  in  dealing  with  its  own  mein- 
bers.  Each  hou^e  is  made  the  judge  of 
the  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and 
each  house  may  with  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds,  vote  to  expel  a  member,  and 
no  limitation  is  placed  as  to  the  causes 
which  are  adequate  for  expulsion. 

The  winter  of  1903-04  has  been  the 
coldest  on  record  with  a  mean  tempera- 
ture of  26  degrees.  December's  mean 
tetnperature  was  30  degrees,  4  degrees 
below  normal;  January's  24  degrees,  6  de- 
grees below  normal,  and  F'ebruary's  25 
degrees,  also  6  degrees  below  normal 
The  next  coldest  winter  was  1874-75; 
mean  temperature,  27  degrees.  This 
year,  reckoning  the  daily  deficiency, 
we  are  creditors  of  the  weather 
for  490  degrees  of  accuinulated  past- 
due  heat.  The  snow  fall  was  28^ 
inches,  or  about  half  as  much  as  fell  in 
1892-93  and  1893-94  It  was  the  coldest 
December  for  23  years,  and  the  coldest 
January  on  record  excepting  January,  1893 
and  the  coldest  February  in  19  years. 
These  statistics  are  from  the  Weather 
Bureau.

Widen  city  hall  square. 

Market  street  shou'd  have  a  brick  pave- 
ment similar  to  that  about  the  post  office. 

"Great  cry  and  little  wool" — the  contro- 
versy over  the  moving  of  the  steam  trac- 
tion engine  on  Commercial  street! 

Contributions  for  the  women's  club 
house  are  reported  as  quite  large  in  num- 
ber up  to  date  It  looks  like  a  good  in- 
vestment from  a  business  point  of  view. 

Police  officer  Rufus  F.  Greene  does  not 
miss  the  cars  He  has  the  Belt  Line  on 
his  beat,  and  Western  avenue  is  so  long 
and  Belt  Line  cars  so  slow  the  officer 
always  has  a  car  in  sight! 

Is  it  not  about  time  to  show  another 
"pretty  picture"  of  a  new  theatre  "  to  be 
erected  in  Lynn."  "No  money  in  such  a 
venture,"  say  men  ol  experience,  "with 
the  present  Lynn  Theatre  to  be  main- 
tained." 

Why  this  talk  about  making  the  Lynn 
police  force  permanent?  We  do  not  re- 
■member  any  changes  except  those  made 
by  death,  for  several  years  past  Per- 
manency is  not  near  so  necessary  as  more 
efliciency. 

Open  the  front  right  side  door  on  elec- 
tric cars,  and  thereby  accommodate  the 
public,  and  improve  the  car  ventilation. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  front  door  on 
one  side  of  electric  cars  should  not  be  in 
continual  service. 


We  are  willing  to  say  "Amen"  to  the 
plan  of  widening  city  hall  square  suggested 
by  mayor  Eastham  last  year,  and  now  put 
forward  by  alderman  Babb — if  no  wider 
cut  can  be  made  Better  a  half  loaf  than 
none.  City  hall  square  needs  to  be 
widened  in  the  interest  of  public  safety 
and  convenience. 

We  believe  that  the  school  committees 
hliould  cut  out  all  school  exhibitions  below 
the    upper  class    in  the  grammar  school. 


The  exhibitions  outside  of  the  grammar 
and  high  school  graduating  classes  entail 
a  lot  of  needless  work  upon  parents  and 
teachers,  and  they  should  be  dispensed 
with.  A  good  time  to  commence  would 
be  this  year. 

So  glad  that  the  Boston  and  Northern 
railroad  is  to  spend  something  around 
$150,000  to  improve  the  Lynn  service. 
Upon  some  streets  the  cars  run  easiest 
when  off  the  rails.  The  railroad  commis- 
sioners' suggestion  should  be  followed, 
and  several  miles  of  unnecessary  track  re- 
moved in  Brimblecom,  Baker,  Johnson, 
Laighton,  Sutton,  Willow,  Mt.  Vernon, 
Friend.  Howard  and  other  streets.  The 
Belt  Line  should  be  a  real  one,  and  run 
via  Broad  and  Lewis  streets  and  Eastern 
avenue.  _      

The  nomination  and  election  of  Con- 
gressman Roberts  is  a  "  cinch,"  according 
to  the  present  outlook.  Those  who  are 
talking  the  loudest  about  a  "  Lynn  man  " 
for  Congress  are  the  exact  ones  who  made 
the  individual  impossible  a  few  years  ago, 
by  refusing  the  necessary  one  vote.  Then 
again  a  Congressman  is  not  based  upon  a 
"Lynn  idea"  He  i<5  a  district  proposi- 
tion. Congressman  Roberts  will  be  re- 
nominated and  re-elected  because  he 
deserves  to  be.  Attentive  to  the  wants  of 
the  district,  he  well  deserves  all  that 
has  come  to  him  in  the  direction  of  warm 
public  favor.  He  has  made  a  good  Con- 
gressman. 

We  congratulate  mayor  Eastham  upon 
his  action  regarding  the  police.  We  be- 
lieve that  his  eyes  have  been  opened,  and 
he  sees  the  absurdity  of  the  police  depart- 
ment working  under  the  old  ideas.  We 
believe  that  the  mayor  tnight  have  accom- 
plished his  ends  in  a  different  way.  but 
that  does  not  interfere  with  the  fact  that 
he  has  shown  progression,  and  deserves 
credit  for  the  stand  he  has  taken.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  mayor  would  have  done 
better  had  he  failed  to  reappoint  certain 
police  officers,  but  we  realize  that  it  was 
hard  to  determine  whom  to  drop  from  the 
force,  and  possibly  the  mayor  is  to  accom- 
plish the  desired'  object  in  another  direc- 
tion. It  certainly  must  occur  to  him, 
with  his  long  experience,  that  the  police 
department  efficiency  has  been  much  im- 
paired during  the  last  few  years,  and  that 
radical  steps  are  necessary  to  place  the  de- 
partment upon  a  substantial  basis.  City 
Marshal  Burckes  is  a  strictly  honest  and 
energetic  official,  and  with  proper  support 
from  the  appointing  power  we  believe 
that  he  can  do  much  toward  improving 
the  department.

When  these  concerns  interfere  with  more 
retailers  by  carrying  their  kind  of  goods, 
probably  the  dealers  will  awaken  to  the 
importance  of  cuUing  out  the  trading 
stamp  fallacy.  Trading  stamps  have 
severely  interfered  with  the  furniture, 
crockery,  and  other  retailing  industries 
in  Lynn,  and  when  it  reaches  clothing, 
boots  and  shoes,  etc.,  probably  more  re- 
tailers will  realize  the  importance  of 
stamping  out  the  humbug  of  '-givtng 
something  for  noihing."

a  marked  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
gas  in  Lynn  during  the  past  few  years, 
and  the  steadv  reduction  of  the  gas  rate, 
with  the  quality  well  maintained  up  to, 
and  sometimes  even  beyond  the  standard 
required  by  the  State,  demonstrates  that 
the  lighting  service  in  Lynn  is  upon  a 
inost  enterprising  and  satisfactory  basis. 
Although  Lynn  gas  is  much  cheaper  than 
the  average  price  charged  in  ,\lassachu- 
setts  cities,  tests  conducted  by  the  State 
show  a  high  cjuality  production,  and  gas 
above  the  standard  required  by  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth.

We 
cannot  help  feeling,  however,  that  a  mis- 
take will  be  made  if  the  building  is  locat- 
ed at  Broad  and  Nahant  streets,  on  a  lot 
of  land  containing  about  5,400  feet.  The 
quietness  very  much  desired  is  not  avail- 
able at  this  point,  the  heavy  Boston  elec- 
tric cars  passing  in  close  proximity.  To 
have  a  club  house  of  a  sitting  capacity  of 
about  600  people  is  not  sufficiently  well 
looking  into  the  future.

Bciides  which, 
the  dealers  here  are  making  a  tremendous 
effort  to  lift  t^e  city  into  a  trading  centre 
for  a  large  extent  of  territory,  and  for  that 
reason,  if  no  other,  they  are  entitled  to 
the  support  of  every  person  living  here.

The  license  commissioners  have  done 
their  work,  and  been  criiicised  as  usual. 
It  is  a  dilVicult  problem  where  a  commu- 
nity decides  in  favor  of  license,  to  apply 
the  law  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Women 
and  men  are  viewed  the  Kame  under  the 
law,  and  it  is  a  female's  privilege  to  secure 
liquor  if  she  so  desires.  It  works  against 
the  law  of  license,  however,  for  premises 
to  be  licensed  where  women  are  supplied 
with  liquor,  on  public  view.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  this  practice  cannot  be  stop- 
ped, because  it  tends  to  weaken  the  license 
law.  Peter  A.  Breen,  the  legal  member 
of  ihe  license  commission,  has  been  busy 
cleaning  up  entanglements  surrounding 
the  issuing  of  licenses.  In  other  cities 
this  work  comes  upon  the  city  solicitor, 
but  in  Lynn,  where  there  is  a  law\er  upon 
the  board  of  license  commissioners,  that 
body  has  always  been  able  to  unravel  its 
own  legal  com|)licatlons.  There  are  few 
licenses  issued  where  there  is  not  work  to 
be  done  in  this  direction,  and  with  his 
long  experience,  Mr.  Bieen  has  become 
expert.

If  members  of  city 
departments  who  talk  politics,  criticise  of- 
ficials and  other  individuals,  are  to  be  re- 
moved from  their  bread  :ind  butter  posi- 
tions, there  won't  be  anybody  holding 
oflRce  in  Lynn.  The  divine  right  to  kick 
has  alwavs  been  accorded  everybody  in 
Lynn,  ofiice  holders,  public  servants,  and 
ordinary  people  in  general,  but  Burt  over- 
did it,  be  speaking  very  harshly.  In  fact, 
he  was  "nastv".  Therefore,  the  mayor 
quite  properly  allowed  his  sensitiveness  to 
crop  out  against  the  curt  Mr.  Burt.  The 
mayor's  argument  was  right  (so  far  as  It 
related  to  the  fire  department)  and  it  was 
a  mistake,  under  the  circumstances,  for 
the  aldermen  to  confirm  Burt.  The  talk 
of  Burt  was  beyond  the  pale  of  decency.

Now  and  then  we  notice  that  some  of 
the  Boston  papers  chirp  out  for  "home 
rule,"  they  being  under  the  impression 
there  is  too  much  State  legislation  affect- 
ing the  city  of  Boston.  How  the  city  of 
Boston  would  control  matters  if  the  muni- 
cipality was  in  absolute  control  is  well 
demonstrated  by  the  manner  in  which  the 
board  of  aldermen  regulate  Boston 
theatres.  The  other  evening  there  were 
noticed  300  people  standing  up  on  the 
lower  floor  of  one  of  the  Boston  theatres, 
with  every  orchestra  seat  filled.  This  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Chicago  horror 
occurred  only  about  five  months  ago.  The 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston 
is  responsible  for  this  condition  of  affairs. 
The  members  of  that  august  body  are 
made  round  shouldered  with  free  theatre 
tickets  and  in  return  the  lives  of  hundreds 
of  people  are  placed  in  jeopardy  almost 
every  day  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Outside 
of  that  city,  the  State  controls  theatres 
and  public  buildings,  and  the  Boston  con- 
ditions are  not  repeated  in  other  Massa- 
chusetts cities.  '"Home  rule"  for  Boston, 
indeed  !  They  are  not  capable  of  giving 
the  public  proper  protection.  Since  the 
State  assumed  control  of  the  Boston 
police,  this  fact  has  been  well  demon- 
strated, by  the  desirable  change  in  aff"airs. 

In  Nev  Bedford,  school  teachers  may 
no  longer  wear  short  skirts  on  fair  days  to 
their-  work.  Neither  may  they  attend 
school  with  shoes  unblacked  or  skirts 
lra3'ed,  or  if  they  be  men,  with  soiled 
linen  and  unbrushed  clothing.  This  edict 
went  forth  from  William  E.  Hatch,  super- 
intendent of  schools,  who  said  he  had  re- 
ceived complaints  that  many  teachers  had 
no  pride  in  their  personal  appearance. 
Many,  it  was  charged,  wore  short  skirts 
on  fair  days  because  they  saved  trouble, 
and  some  of  these  skirts  were  very  short.

Men  teachers 
wearing  soiled  collars  and  cuffs  will  be 
suspended  ;  also  if  they  don't  shave  daily.

But  every  large  city — New  York 
and  Boston  excepted — is  sure  to  get  the 
fair  fever  at  some  time  or  other  in  its  his- 
tory .St.  Louis  evidently  has  gotten  up 
a  big  show  and  in  extent  at  least,  it  is  go- 
ing to  surpass  the  mark  set  by  Chicago. 
There  are  a  number  of  conditions  that 
might  lead  one  to  think  that  the  fair  would 
not  attract  as  large  an  attendance  as  did 
the  Chicago  exposition  Inthe  latter  case 
there  had  been  no  big  fair  since  1876. 
Now  only  eleven  years  have  passed  since 
a  show  of  the  first  order,  and  the  demand 
for  this  sort  of  thing  has  been  to  some 
extent  met  by  smaller,  but  very  interest- 
ing exhibitions  like  those  at  BufTalo  and 
Charleston.  Then,  too,  St.  Louis  has  not 
so  populous  a  territory  in  its  immediate 
vicinity  to  draw  from.  Both  fairs  were 
favored  by  following  a  long  season  of 
prosperity  While  the  panic  of  1893  was 
far  more  severe  than  the  relatively  slight 
business  depression  that  has  been  experi- 
enced the  past  winter,  the  seriousness  of 
the  disaster  ol  1893  was  not  fully  realized 
at  the  time  the  fair  was  open,  so  many 
people  mu  t  have  carried  out  their  plans 
to  go,  who  might  not  have  felt  like  spend- 
ing the  m<jney  had  they  realized  the  ex- 
tent of  the  hard  tiines  into  which  the 
country  was  then  entering  Of  course  it 
is  possible  that  the  growth  of  the  country, 
the  steady  increase  in  wealth,  and  grow- 
ing habits  of  travel  will  offset  some  less 
favorable  conditions. 

Resolve  to  cultivate  a  cheerful  spirit, 
a  smiling  countenance  and  a  soothinj; 
voice.  The  sweet  smile,  the  subiiued 
speech,  the  hopeful  mind,  are  earth's 
most  potent  conquerors,  and  he  who  cul- 
tivates them  beco'ues  a  very  master 
among  men.

Women  fitters  have  not  sufliciently  strong 
wrists  for  that  class  of  work.  Customers 
who  can  afford  it  have  their  corsets  made 
to  order.  It  costs  about  one-third  more 
than  buying  ready  made."

There  is  a  difference  ol  opinion  regard- 
ing the  day  police  patrol  of  Central 
square.  We  intimated  last  month  that 
this  section  was  not  patrolled  so  well 
as  in  years  past.  This  has  brought  for- 
ward two  communications  to  the  Rkview 
from  people  in  a  position  to  well  judge  of 
conditions,  and  they  state  that  the  square 
has  never  been  so  well  cleared  of  loafers 
as  during  the  time  the  present  officer  has 
done  duty  on  this  parole.  We  are  very 
glad  to  note  such  conditions  because  it  is 
only  the  desire  of  the  Review  to  do  justice 
to  all  concerned. 


Judge  Herry  displayed  good  judgment  in 
selecting  Inspector  Colby  for  the  position 
of  probation  officer.  Mr.  Colby  is  discreet, 
courteous,  and  exceedingly  well  versed  in 
public  work.  He  possesses  in  a  marked 
degree  all  of  the  necessary  qualities  for  a 
probation  officer.  He  won't  stand  being 
imposed  upon,  has  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  police  duties,  and  he  has  been  warmly 
congratulated  upon  the  appointment, 
which,  however,  results  in  a  loss  to  the 
police  department.  The  mayor  and 
aldermen,  by  appointing  Stacey  R.  Burc- 
kes  to  succeed  Inspector  Colby,  made 
what  is  believed  to  be  the  best  selection 
available. 

Whether  'tis  a  labor  trouble,  freak  of  a 
kleptomaniac  mind,  or  what  not,  Lynn 
gets  it  real  good  on  the  front  page  of  the 
Boston  dailies.  Whenever  a  woman  sui- 
cides or  commits  larceny  in  Lynn,  she  is 
always  beautiful  enough,  and  sutHciently 
well  connected,  socially,  to  occupy  a  glar- 
ing position  in  the  most  prominent  part 
of  the  very  yellow  Boston  papers,  between 
which  there  is  not  much  difference  when 
yellowness  is  under  consideration.  Lynn 
is  abused  and  maligned  and  miserably  ad- 
vertised before  the  world  just  because 
some  reporter  wants  his  work  to  show  up 
or  the  publisher  desires  a  few  more  cents 
to  fall  into  his  cash  draw.  And  poor  Lynn 
continues  to  suffer.  Scarcely  anything 
occurs  here  in  the  way  of  news  but  what 
it  is  elaborated  and  distorted  to  the  extent 
that  there  is  a  mean  and  unjust  reflection 
upon  Lynn  as  a  place  of  residence.  The 
board  of  trade  could  not  take  up  a  better 
subject  than  to  ask  the  Boston  publishers 
to  treat  Lynn  leniently  and  decently.  If 
the  men  who  write  for  the  papers  don't 
want  to  treat  this  town  fairly,  perhaps  the 
publishers  might  see  it  for  their  business 
advantage  to  be  more  decent,  and  not 
continue  to  advertise  Lynn  in  such  a 
mean  manner.

The  Lynn  electrics  on  the  Lynnhursl 
Wakefield  and  Lowell  line  last  month  run 
lempora'ilv  from  Lynn  Beach  by  way  ol 
North  Common  street,  instead  of  via 
Johnson  and  Brimblecom  streets  and 
Western  avenue.  Relurnintj  to  Central 
s(juare  and  Lynn  Beach  tlie  cars  went  by 
way  of  Souih  Common  street  and  m;ide 
good  titne.  The  reason  for  the  temporary 
change  was  owing  to  new  steel  rails  being 
laid  on  Western  avenue.  Residents  of 
North  >augu6  and  Wakefield  were  pleased 
with  the  change  and  would  like  to  have  it 
continued,  as  much  quicker  time  is  made 
to  Central  square.  They  s-hould  be 
accommodated,  as  the  railroad  cotnmis- 
missioners  recommend  the  removal  of  the 
tracks  in  Brimblecom,  Baker  and  Johnson 
streets.

Some 
people  probably  cannot  now  afford  to 
have  thrir  areas  properly  cared  for,  not 
arranging  when  they  were  in  prosperous 
circuinstanccs  ior  the  very  desirable 
"perpetual  care,"  which  the  cemetery 
commissioners  arrange  for  on  a  most  fair 
and  equitable  basis.  The  failure  to  care 
for  lots  much  disfigures  some  portions  of 
the  beautiful  grcjunds,  especially  in  locali- 
ties where  it  is  the  general  rule  of  lot  owners 
to  care  for  their  holdings.  For  several  years 
past  it  has  been  the  rule  o(  the  cotnmis- 
sioners  not  to  sell  lots  without  the  "per- 
petual care"  clause  in  the  deed  The  pre- 
sent conditions  arise  by  reason  of  this 
rule  not  being  in  effect  at  the  opening  of 
the  cemetery  in  18^0  and  for  many  years 
thereafter.  One  of  the  most  glaring  in- 
stances of  neglect  is  by  a  fatnily  said  to 
be  worth  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars, therefore,  poverty  cannot  be  ad- 
vanced as  a  reason  why  the  lot  referred  to 
is  not  cared  for.  Here  is  buried  the  father 
and  mother  of  a  once  prominent  citizen  in 
this  section  of  Esstx  county,  and  the  un- 
kempt area  much  resembles  a  cow  pas- 
ture The  son  sleeps  within  a  church  pre- 
cinct in  Lynn  while  the  father  and  mother 
are  in  this  untidy  area  in  Pine  Grove 
cemetery.  There  are  scores  of  instances 
almost  as  glaring.

We  live  in  a  period  of  great  railroad 
combinations,  and  these  are  in  the  main 
as  beneficial  as  they  are  inevitable  The 
Sherman  anti-trust  law  was  never  intended 
as  an  instrument  for  breaking  up  railroad 
combinations,  and  it  is  probably  un- 
fortunate that  it  has  been  diverted  to  this 
unexpected  use,  since  the  natural  and 
proper  way  of  regulating  railroad  abuses 
thus  tends  to  be  neglected  or  overlooked 
says  Review  of  Reviews.  The  Sherman 
anti-trust  law  is  properly  applicable  to 
businesses  of  a  private  nature,  such  as  the 
coal  trust,  the  sugar  trust,  the  oil  trust,  or 
the  steel  trust,  when  they  act  oppressively. 
The  railroad  business  is  not  private,  but 
public.  Kailroad  companies  are  chartered 
to  perforin  public  functions  of  a  highly 
necessary  character.  They  are  subject  to 
constant  supervision  and  direct  public 
con  rol.  Their  charters  can  be  revoked  if 
the  rights  of  the  public  are  violated. 
They  can  be  duly  punished  if  they  dis- 
criminate unfairly  against  individuals  or 
places.  If  their  rates  for  carrying  pass- 
engers or  freight  are  too  high,  these  can 
be  reduced  by  the  State  legislatures,  or  by 
railroad  commissions  duly  empowered. 

President  Roosevelt  and  his  administra- 
tion have  faced  the  problems  of  improv- 
ing the  laws  and  enforcing  the  laws  with 
a  good  faith  so  entirely  above  reproach 
that  no  criticism  can  justly  be  brought 
against  their  policy,  their  methods,  or 
their  inotives.  They  have  been  just  as 
ready  and  willing  to  bring  action  against 
the  coal  trust  as  against  the  Northern 
Securities.  But  the  present  authority  of 
the  United  States  over  commerce  is  con- 
fined to  interstate  matters.  The  anthra- 
cite-coal industry  is  wholly  within  the 
boundaries  of  Pennsylvania  says  Review 
of  Reviews  No  one  knowing  President 
Roosevelt's  relation  to  the  great  coal 
strike  could  possibly  suppose  that  any 
personal  di-.position  to  shield  a  particular 
cotnbination  furnished  a  reason  for  failure 
to  proceed  against  the  ar.thracite  monop  >ly 
under  the  Sherman  Act  The  great  service 
that  ['resident  Roosevelt  has  rendered, — 
and  its  importance  cannot  be  overstated, 
—  is  to  give  the  whole  country  a  new 
sense  of  respect  for  law.  The  gentleinen

Fred'k  E.  Shaw,  Alfred  H.  Tapper, 
Michael  P.  Ward.  Those  oppos  d  were 
Lewis  R.  Abbott,  Charles  L.  Austin,  J. 
Fred  Bessom,  Wm.  H.  Crough,  Fred  D. 
Dearborn.  George  S.  Dodd,  Frank  E. 
Holt.  A.  E.  Richardson,  John  S  Tarr, 
Oliver  C  Whitcomb,  Charles  I  Wood, 
and  Pres.  Martin  L.  Call.  With  Albion 
Bartlett  and  Theodore  Manchester  un- 
placed, but  the  former  was  absent  when 
ilie  above  note  was  taken,  although  Mr. 
Hartlett  had  argued,  at  a  previous  meeting, 
in  favor  of  the  cut.  The  widening  will 
come  in  due  season. 


Speaking  of  the  city  hall  square  widen- 
ing proposition,  the  Daily  Item  said : 
When  the  advocates  of  the  cutting  are 
ready  to  present  an  order  in  the  proper 
form  it  will  then  be  time  to  consider  it." 
We  will  give  the  Item  a  good  fat  dough- 
nut if  they  will  (juote  the  opinion  of  their 
attorney  that  the  city  solicitor's  opinion 
bearing  upon  the  question  was  not  in 
"proper  form."  The  It':m  has  discussed 
this  question  in  a  most  childish  manner, 
altogether  unworthy  of  such  a  paper. 
Evf'ry  step  has  been  taken  in  compliance 
with  law,  and  when  the  Item  refuses  to  be 
guided  by  the  opinion  of  the  city  solicitor, 
antl  with  no  legal  opinion  to  fortify  its 
side  of  the  case,  they  show  an  equal 
narrowness  of  vision  displayed  by  the 
president  of  the  common  council,  who 
"argued"  the  question  from  the  stand- 
point of  "law  or  no  law."  Prejudice  has 
served  sorne  people  in  this  discussion, 
reason  and  fairness  being  cast  aside.  The 
necessary  widening  of  City  Hall  square 
has  only  been  postponed.  Equally  narrow 
was  the  contention  that  because  there 
were  other  congested  streets  in  Lynn's  busi- 
ness centre  this  "neck  of  a  bottle"  at 
city  hall  square  should  not  be  relieved  I 
Great  reasoning,  especially  when  a  writer 
compares  the  Exchange  and  Spring  street 
corner  with  the  Essex  street  and  City  Hall 
square,  where  there  is  ten  times  the  traffic 
that  goes  on  at  Exchange  and  Spring 
streets.  As  well  compare  it  with  Mt. 
Vernon  street,  where  grass  grows  so 
abundantly.

Here 
and  there  one  can  pick  flaws,  but  in  its 
larger  lines  and  more  important  aspects  the 
work  of  the  administration  rings  true  at 
every  step.  A  liberal  and  enlightened  policy 
in  the  Philippines,  the  vigorous  dealing 
out  of  even  handed  justice  to  the  cut 
throat  politicians  thai  stood  in  the  way  o( 
the  con^truclion  of  the  I'anama  canal,  the 
steady  insistence  upon  Cuban  reciprocity 
that  secured  a  law  provi<iing  justice  and 
trade  expansion  in  face  of  a  singularly 
selfish  opposition,  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  against  restraint  of  trade  against  a 
vastly  powerful  railroad  combination, 
these  are  a  few  of  the  larger  achievements 
of  the  administration  Against  its  definite, 
business-like,  workable,  and  coherent 
policies  we  have  the  confusion  of  the 
opposition,  an  opposition  differing  so 
widely  in  its  constituent  sections  that  no 
one  can  even  frame  an  opinion  as  to  what 
would  be  done  should  this  opposition  win 
the  coming  election.  There  can  be  little 
question  of  the  verdict  next  November.

The 
contrast  between  the  Deinocratic  history 
of  the  last  eight  years  and  this  somersault 
reveals  in  white  light  the  insincerity  of 
the  party,  and  its  willingness  to  take  up 
with  any  issue  on  which  it  thinks  it  can 
win  votes  Of  course  the  business  com- 
munity welcomes  any  recoil  frotn  the  ex- 
cesses of  Bryanism,  which  whether  sincere 
or  not,  is  a  return  to  sanity,  and  the  pros- 
perity of  the  country  is  to-day  more 
assured  now  that  this  backward  step  is 
taken  But  the  poison  of  the  old  heresies 
still  remains,  else  Bryan  could  not  have 
kicked  out  of  the  platform  the  very  mild 
declaration  for  the  gold  standard  so 
earnestly  begged  by  Hill,  Daniel  and  Car- 
mack.  The  Democratic  party  thus  stands 
for  division  and  insinceri  y,  and  no  man 
can  form  any  idea  what  would  be  done  if 
it  should  gain  entire  control  of  the  govern- 
ment. In  inability  to  learn  the  political 
beliefs  of  its  candidate,  it  gulped  him 
down  on  the  say-so  of  the  new  Moses, 
David  B.  Hill,  and  if  this  candidate  should 
be  elected  it  would  be  natural  to  expect 
that  David  B.  Hill  would  be  its  chief  ad- 
viser.

We  do  not  want  to  do  anybody  an  injus- 
tice, but  viewed  in  a  really  practical  man- 
ner we  are  under  the  impression  that  this 
so  called  -'working-man's  home"  develops 
more  paupers  than  it  cures.  We  pass  this 
opinion  from  a  general  view  of  the  ques- 
tion without  knowing  in  a  detailed  way 
regarding  the  results  of  this  West  Lynn 
institution.  It  is  the  general  impression 
of  many  well  informed  Lynn  people  that 
the  "workingman's  home"  referred  to  is 
more  largely  a  personal  than  a  public  in- 
stitution. We  believe  that  all  such  work 
should  be  under  direct  control  of  the  city 
or  state.  Personal  charity  work  is  some- 
what offensive  and  where  the  state  or  city 
directs  there  is  more  likely  to  be  practical 
results. 


While  there  may  be  people  who  do  not 
like  the  manner  in  which  Mayor  Eastham 
has  acted  in  certain  directions,  yet  they 
give  him  credit  for  "doing  things."  show- 
ing that  he  is  much  unlike  many  men 
who  have  served  as  mayor.  It  is  some- 
what refreshing  to  find  a  mayor  who  is 
willing  to  act  even  if  [he  does  not  agree  with 
you.  We  are  far  from  agreeing  with  the 
mayor  in  some  of  his  policies  (particularly 
his  inactivity  in  enforcing  the  law  against 
certain  interests  which  illegally  thrive  at 
the  public  expense)  but  that  he  has  shown 
courage  and  judgment  in  several  impor- 
tant directions  is  not  to  be  questioned. 
He  has  appeared  to  serve  all  sections  of 
the  city  alike,  so  far  as  possible,  and  in  all 
matter's  affecting  the  city's  interests  at  the 
state  house  he  has  been  enterprising  and 
forceful  While  there  is  still  marked  room 
for  improvement  he  has  done  much 
toward  improving  the  tone  of  the  police 
and  fire  department.  For  many  years  no 
mavor  has  given  the  fire  department 
such  a  desirable  "dressing  down"  as  that 
inflicted  a  short  time  ago  by  Mayor  East- 
ham.  The  people  like  a  mayor  who  "does 
things,"  even  if  they  are  not  always  in 
agreement.

50  per  cent,  better  the  next  morning. 
After  a  few  weeks  you  will  be  able  to  stand 
more  air  during  the  night,  and  you  will 
shortly  be  puzzled  to  understand  how  you 
ever  lived,  much  less  rested,  in  a  close, 
hot  room  at  night.

Much  of  this  lalk  of  Canadian  recipro- 
city is  utter  rot  and  nonsense.

Lynn  people  should  not  be  influenced 
by  the  many  calls  they  receive  from  Bos- 
ton banking  institutions  to  do  business  in 
that  city.  If  any  city  in  the  common- 
wealth should  be  loyal  to  its  banking  in- 
stitutions, that  community  is  Lynn.  The 
Lynn  banks  have  done  far  greater  service 
for  the  business  men  of  this  city  than  is 
customary  in  other  localities.  The  broad 
and  liberal  spirit  manifested  by  Lynn 
banks  is  a  subject  of  comment  in  banking 
circles  outside  of  this  city.  Salem  people 
have  often  stated  that  the  principal 
reason  why  that  community  stopped  in  a 
rear  rut  is  largely  owing  to  the  fact  of  the 
narrowness  and  small  spirit  displayed  by 
the  city's  banking  officials.  The  most 
marked  emerprise  ever  displayed  by  a 
Lynn  banking  institution  may  be  credited 
to  the  Manufacturers'  National  Bank, 
which  now  shows  a  deposit  account  of 
$847,000  compared  with  $400,000  in  1901. 
When  people  desire  banking  favors  they 
are  certainly  strongly  justified  in  ''trading 
in  Lynn."  The  First  National  Bank  shows 
enterprise  in  establishing  a  trust  company, 
rather  than  hewing  to  old  lines. 

A  New  York  public  man,  large  in  body

For  e.xample :  Columbus  sailed  from 
Palos  on  his  voyage  of  discovery  on  Fri- 
day, August  3,  149-,  and  he  discovered 
the  New  World  on  Friday,  (Jctober  12, 
1492.  On  Friday,  January  4.  1493,  he 
stai  ted  on  his  return  voyage  to  Spain,  and 
on  Friday,  .March  15,  1493,  he  disembarked 
in  Andalusia.  On  Friday,  June  13,  1497, 
he  first  saw  the  continent  of  America. 

On  Friday.  March  5,  1497,  Henry  VII., 
of  England,  gave  to  John  Cabot  his  dis- 
patch for  the  voyage  that  resulted  in  the 
discovery  of  the  North  American  conti- 
nent. 

On  Friday,  Noveinber  10,  1620,  the 
Mayflower  first  disembarked  a  few  im- 
tnigrants  on  American  soil  at  Province- 
town,  and  on  Friday,  December  22,  1620, 
her  passengers  finally  landed  at  Plymouth 
Rock. 

George  Washington  was  born  on  Fri- 
day, February  22,  1732,  and  the  union  of 
the  colonies  was  formally  made  on  Fri- 
day, May  20,  1775.  The  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill  was  fought  on  P'riday,  June  17,  1775, 
and  the  surrender  at  Saratoga  took  place 
on  Friday,  October  17,  1777.  which  event 
resulted  in  France's  acknowledging  us  as 
a  nation  and  oflfering  us  material  aid  and 
encouragement. 

On  Friday,  October  19,  1781,  the  Brit- 
ish surrendered  at  Yorktown,  and  on  Fri- 
day, June  7,  1776,  Henry  Lee  read  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress.

The  Boston  and  Northern  Railroad  de- 
serves credit  for  the  extensive  improve- 
ment recently  made  in  the  service  in  and 
about  Lynn. 


That  the  tariff  will  to  some  extent  be 
made  an  issue,  is  now  generally  admitted- 
But  business  interests  are  evidently  ad. 
verse  to  much  agitation  of  the  tariff  ques- 
tion, and  the  country  does  not  seem  in- 
clined to  doits  tariff  thinking  in  a  political 
or  party  spirit,  says  the  Review  of  Re- 
views. An  attempt  will  be  made  to  show 
that  the  tariff  is  advantageous  to  certain 
large  industrial  corporations ;  but  it  will 
be  difficult  to  make  out  a  case  in  support 
of  the  assertion  that  the  general  trust 
movement  in  this  country  has  relied  upon 
the  protective  tariff  as  a  necessary  condi- 
tion. The  free  trade  movement  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  ago  was  pushed  in  a  doc- 
trinaire spirit  with  a  fervor  strongly  tinged 
by  fanaticism.  Opposed  to  the  free  trade 
reformers,  whose  intensity  surpassed  even 
that  of  the  anti-slavery  leaders  of  the  for- 
ties and  the  fifties,  was  a  school  of  protec- 
tionists who  also  made  a  religion  out  of 
their  economics  and  political  tenets.  So 
heroic  and  uncompromising  were  the 
moods  of  both  sets  of  idealists  that  they 
would  have  done  one  another  violence 
but  foi"  ordinary  unemotional  policemen 
and  sheriffs.  In  those  days  men  talked 
logic  and  metaphysics,  and  knew  very 
little  about  economics  or  history ;  but  for 
purposes  of  tariff  discussion,  that  period 
has  passed  away.  Eight  years  ago,  we 
saw  the  country  aroused  to  a  similar  sort 
of  religious  passion  in  discussing  the  tech- 
nicalities of  the  money  question.  This 
year  such  topics  do  not  appear  to  produce 
any  excitement  of  the  nerve  centers 
There  are  plenty  of  people  in  both  parties 
who  would  like  to  have  the  present  tariff 
schedules  carefully  and  judiciously  revised 
in  the  near  future  ;  but  there  are  few  who 
now  become  emotional  when  the  tariff 
question  is  mentioned.

He  is  to  be  congratulated — also 
the  district,  in  mo(  being  tifd  up  in  Con- 
gress with  an  official  who  countenances 
the  low  -  down,  cheap  and  oflfensive 
methods  which  have  so  thoroughly  dis- 
graced Saugus  and  ward  six  politics. 
Congressman  Roberts  deserved  victory  for 
the  attention  he  has  paid  to  the  wants  and 
desires  of  this  district. 

Mayor  Eastham  might  do  a  public  service 
bv  looking  carefull}'  into  the  probable  cost 
of  extending  Washington  street  from 
Boston  street  to  the  Lynn  woods.  Now 
is  the  time  (before  the  larger  part  of  the 
land  is  occupied  by  buildings)  to  agitate 
and  investigate  regarding  this  desirable 
iinprovement.  which  would  give  a 
thoroughfare  direct  from  the  beach  to  the 
Lynn  woods. 


1  laiiover  and  other  streets  I'lok  finely, 
with  the  grass  and  (lower  beds  at  the  side 
of  the  walks,  but  we  could  not  help  think- 
ing how  many  more  people  would  be 
benefitted  with  the  money  spent  on  this 
decorative  work  used  to  make  some  of  the 
dangerous  sidewalks  safe  for  travel.  There 
are  sidewalks  in  the  largely  travelled 
streets  where  a  drunken  person  walking 
appears  sober. 

When  the  Boston  and  Northern  Riil- 
road  runs  the  Glenmere  car  through 
Washington  street  it  will  be  a  more  direct 
line,  more  people  will  be  accommodated, 
the  runnintj  time  can  be  more  easily  inade, 
Washington  street  tracks  can  be  kept 
better  cleared  in  snowy  weather,  and, 
what  is  mnst  important,  with  the  tracks 
removed  from  Johnson  street,  that  will  be 
a  fine  thoroughfare  for  vehicles. 

The  school  board  exercised  judgment 
aiid  common  sense  in  extending  the  sum- 
tner  vacation  one  week,  to  Sept  12.  This 
is  more  in  accord  with  the  plan  in  vogue 
in  Hoston  and  other  Massachusetts  cities, 
and  better  accommodates  the  majority  of 
people,  pupils  and  parents  alike.  As  it 
was,  this  year,  school  opened  on  one  of 
the  most  offensively  humid  days  of  the 
summer.  We  hope  that  the  school  board 
will  carry  out  the  same  plan  in  future  sum- 
mer vacations.  Two  weeks  vacation  in 
April  would  be  more  generally  appreci- 
ated than  a  fortnight  at  Christmas,  but 
the  long  summer  vacation  is  the  most  im- 
portant of  all. 

While  discussing  the  question  of  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  Lynn  grade  separa- 
tion. Judge  Berry  of  the  Lynn  court 
stated  that,  in  all  of  his  experience,  he 
had  never  been  called  upon  to  render  a 
finding  in  the  case  of  an  accident  at  Lynn 
grades,  where  the  railroad  was  at  fault. 
The  inajority  opinion  on  grade  separation 
in  Lynn  is  for  the  depression  of  the 
tracks.  An  elevated  struciure  through 
Lynn,  and  a  freight-yard  at  West  Lynn, 
gives  many  business  men  and  manufac- 
turers the  'horrors."  They  do  not  want 
such  conditions  to  exist.  "Depression, 
or  existing  conditions."  say  they.  There 
does  not  appear  to  exist  such  a  sentiment 
f(ir  grade  separation  as  was  in  force  so 
long  ago  as  1889,  when  the  great  fire 
occurred  in  Lynn.  That  wa<  the  time  for 
action,  as  pointed  out  by  the  writer,  who 
contribut-'d,  from  time  to  time,  twent* 
columns  of  matter  to  the  Boston  Herald 
in  favor  of  action  before  active  work  com- 
menced on  rebuilding  in  the  burned  dis- 
trict.

is  still  being  worked  in  Lynn.  Why  the 
fire  department  should  desire  to  have 
crowds  assemble  at  fires  is  not  clear. 
Great  danger  results  and  the  work  of  fire- 
men is  much  re'arded  1  hereby.  Not  over 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  fires  amount  to  any- 
thing, the  larger  number  ot  alarms  are 
unnecessary,  and  why  call  men  are  not 
summoned  by  the  aid  of  tickers,  instead 
of  sencing  a  summons  to  all  residents  of 
the  city,  is  in  line  with  the  conduct  of  a 
fire  department  which  is  modern  in  one 
respect  only  —  the  amount  of  money 
annually  expended  to  sui)port  it.

More  power  to  Ma^or  Eastham  in  his 
investigation  of  the  fire  department.  We 
have  no  feeling  in  the  matter,  but  have 
felt  for  many  years  that  Lynn  did  not  have 
anything  like  the  fire  department  that  an 
expenditure  of  about  $ioo,f  co  (reckoning 
appropriation,  interest,  etc  )  entitles  the 
city  of  Lynn.  The  nature  of  the  work 
makes  sentiment,  rather  than  business, 
control  the  department,  and  in  conse- 
quenc-e  there  is  great  detriment  to  the  pub- 
lic service.  Mayor  Eastham,  it  is  believed, 
may  be  depended  upon  to  make  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  department,  and,  if 
he  succeeds  in  placing  it  upon  a  business 
basis  he  will  do  a  great  service  for  tax- 
payers There  is  said  to  be  much  good 
material  in  the  fire  department,  and  with 
proper  direction  the  expenditure  of 
$100,000  annually  should  give  satisfactory 
results 

"Genius,"  said  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  "is  a 
dangerous  inheritance.  It  has  belonged 
to  the  greatest  of  men,  but  is  usually 
accompanied  by  such  eccentricity  as  leads 
oftener  to  failure  than  to  success.  The 
greatest  assurance  of  success  is  good  horse 
sense,  backed  by  a  strcjng  driving  power 
I  have  observed  as  a  general  rule  that  the 
man  who  bides  his  time,  and  does  what- 
ever he  is  called  upon  to  do  with  his  ut- 
most ability,  is  the  one  oftenest  selected 
lor  better  things.  If  work  seems  hard, 
recollect  that  idleness  is  still  harder,  and 
that  more  men  rust  out  than  wear  out. 
In  lime,  work  becomes  the  keenest  of 
pleasures."

The  only  relief  for  the 
present  situation,  he  declared,  would  come 
when  all  church  inembers  got  to  realize 
fully  that  they  personally  and  not  the 
church  organization  are,  in  a  small  part, 
responsible  for  the  conditions  of  society.
